improve the conditions of the above 
persons woh are unable to emi- 
grate; (3) ensure orderly emigra- 
tion of involuntary emigrants from 
the Reich; (4) cooperate with indi- 
viduals and organizations in in- 
vestigations for settlement; (5) 
establish a secretarial, intermedi- 
ary agency for facilitating the 
transfer of goods and assets for 
use by the emigrants but not for 
sale.

“Jabotinsky,” Ab shot back mournfully, “made a big mistake, 
a grave mistake when he romoved himself from the W. Z. O.” 

Had his mo- 
mentary experiment with a new hair-do unsettled him? 

Nothing of the sort, Ab assured. It was simply ABC. Jabotin- 
sky, by removing himself from WZO, had destroyed the only ef- 
fective opposition within the organization. Opposition. within any 
movement is invaluable. Not only to:the movement itself, but to 
those who direct the opposition. 

“The WZO should have a. paid Opposition,” Ab said, “just as 
the British Government does.”

The Shame of Indiana Jewry 


HEN Daniel Frisch, delegate to the World 

Zionist Congress in Geneva, left Indianapolis 
Tuesday without arranging his accommodations 
though the James Whitcomb Riley Tours, he epi- 
tomized the shameful indifference of Indianapolis 
and Indiana Jewry to one of the finest pieces of 
work by any Jewish organization in the com- 
munity’s recent history.

Resignation of McWhirter Asked By B. W. 
Bradfute, Republican, In The Bloomington Daily 
Telephone.—For several weeks, the people of In- 
diana who follow politics and especially the men 
and women who take an active interest in organi- 
zation politics have been expecting to hear of the 
resignation of Felix McWhirter as treasurer of 
the Republican State Central Committee. In fact, 
men and women of the Republican organization 
have been looking at the newspapers day after 
day expecting to find the news of the resignation 
of Mr. McWhirter from his position in the party 
organization—and as this story day after day has 
failed to appear it is taking on the nature of a 
mild mystery: Why Doesn’t McWhirter Resign? 

It is one of the rules of politics—unwritten but 
iron-clad—for an official to keep clear of all situ- 
ations which may bring unfavorable publicity or 
notoriety which may in turn reflect on his party. 
When a man holds an appointive political position 
of policy-making rank—or high official position 
in his party—and either knowingly or innocently 
gets himself in such a situation the ethics of the 
political game call for him to resign that position 
immediately or as soon as the tumult and shout- 
ing have died down. 

When Mr. McWhirter took to letter-writing and 
got himself subpoenaed as a witness before the 
Dies committee at Washington City in connection 
with a red-hot racial question he was acting as an 
individual and not as an official of the Republican 
State Central Committee of Indiana. But the 
testimony he gave—and it was terrible from a 
political viewpoint—put him on the front page of 
practcially every newspaper in the country and in 
these press stories he was named and designated 


In the first place, the entire plan is one of the 
most ambitious and imaginative of all United 
States Jewish fund raising.

A man with the passing of 
time can be forgiven one mistake but if he follows 
this mishap with the violation of another of the 
unwritten rules he is killing himself as dead as 
a mackerel for all time to come in politics—and 
Mr. Whirter will soon have put himself in this 
position if he does not resign as treasurer of the
